IN THE MARINES IN 1803 


A B ucks County hero of years gone 
by is to be honored iii memory by 
having a ll. S. d estro yer named after ! 
him. 


This native of Pennsylvania, a hero 
of post-colonial 
days, 
was Sergeant 
.Jonathan 
Meredith 
of 
the 
Marine 
Corps, who was horn in this county 
about 1772. 


The destro yer “M eredith” is to Ive 
launched at Boston, Mass., on March 
I, 1940. 
Meredith enlisted 
in

Marine 
Corps in 1803. August 3, 1X04, during 
an e n g ag em e n t in the h a rb o r before 
Tripoli, he saved the life of Lieutenant 
Jo hn Trippe. T h re e days later Mere­ 
dith w as killed In an explosion of a 
gunboat. 
The destro y er will Ire the 
second naval vessel to bear the name. 
Ethel Dixon Meredith, of Princeton. 
X. J., has been designated to sponsor 
the vessel. 
Meredith was her great- 
great-grand uncle. 


Prison Sentence Is Given 
To Bucks Hit-Run Driver 


A Richbo ro resident. Jo hn F. Gill, 
37, who pleaded guilty to a charge of 
failure to stop at the scene of an acci­ 
dent. was sentenc ed in c o u rt at Doyles­ 
town, this week, to pay the costs of 
prosecution and serve not less than 
three months nor more than two years 
iii the county prison.
